It protects Germany, for
the covenant provides for such madifi-
catlon of the Vopsnilles Treaty ns elr-
cumetances muy Justify, Tt remdves
from Germauy the provocation to go to
war to seck redress, for she can get it
through the League after she is admit-
ted to membership. The best way to
lenrn what the covenant provides is to
read it. Few persons, however, are
willlng to sty ofieial documents and
mearly all tuke their information at
second hnnd. Mr. Murray's book is an
excellent exposition of some phases of
the covenant, us well as an Hluminat-
ing discussion of the present compli-
cated situation in Europe.
